The part of **Mrs. Oakley,” in
particular, is a capital one for a falentad actress,
and it was admirably Ailed by Mrs, Drew, who
personated the unjustly sospleious wite to the
life, The scenes between *Mrs. Oakley” und her
husband are replete with telliug points, which,
without being overdoue, were given in astyle
that the audience was quick to apprecinte,
The performance last pight was even more
spirited than on the previous evening, and the
aclors appeared to be in better accord with each
other. Mr. Junies, as "Charles Uakley," managed
to uee his voioe #o that the audience had the
benefit of It, and Mr, Everly personatel “Lord
Trinket"—a part somewhat out of bis nsanl loe,
by the way—remarkably well, We were not
quite able o determine whether Mr. Oralg was
not well up In his lines, or whether he did nol
have a very clear comprebhension of the raquire’;
ments of the character ol *Sir Harry Beagle,
but we are strongly inclined to the latier opin.
Jon. Mr. Craig al times does some pretty good
things in the way of farce und burlesque ncting,
and that ke bas more than ususl talent Is un-
deniable, but as far ns legitimate comedy
is concerned he appears to be ths merest
novice, and we have seen betler performanoes
by uctors of not hall his abitity. The present
